Theſe make preſents and profit of their Maiſters 
goods abroad, ſo farre, thatſome of the owners 
become lame athome : Pirates meete with that 
whereby others are extreamly hindred,and by the 
charges-the reſt are exceedingly diſcouraged , ſo 
that the Merchants rerurne is but poore, and the 
nauigation much leſſened, the employment thi-

goc forward (cuento vſe their owne words) for 
the Kingdomes ſake, notwithſtanding ic was then 
to their great benefite likewiſe , whoſe ordinarie 
returnes at the firſt were three for one, which I 
ſpeakenorout of enuy. For as all callings are,and 
cage to be mainrained through the profite that 
ariſeth thereby, labours rewarded , dangers re-

brought vp their ſtrength, that haue out of our 
leauings gotten themſelues a living, out of orr 
wants make theiro wne ſupply of Trade and ſhip- 
ping there; they comming in long after vs, e- 
quall vs in thoſe partes in all reſpects ofpriuilege 
and port ; that have deuanced vs ſo farre in ſhip- 
ping, that the Hellanders haue more then one. 
hundred faile of ſhippes that vſe thoſe parts, con- 
tinually going and returning, andthe chiefeſt 
matters they doe lade outward, be Engliſh Com- 
modiries, as Tinne, Lead, and Bailes otſuch like 
ſtuffe as are made at Norw/ch.

For the Ports neere to the 
Straights mouth , as Malege, &c. wee haue ſome 
ſtore of ſhipping, as abour thirtie ſaile,that begin 
in Iune to ſet forth ſome for 1re/and, to lade Pipe- 
ſaues in their way @ X/aleges, they returning Me- 
legawines.But the Hellengers likewiſe haue found 
out that Trade, and be as bufie amongſt the Iriſh 
as our ſclucs for Pipe-ſtaues : nay, by your leaue, 
they hauebeene too buſlte there of latewith ſome 
of our poore Country-mens wind-pipes ; but that 
is beſides the matrerheere.But for Malega it felfe, 
the Inhabitants there haue through our plentifull 
reſort thither,planted more ſtore of Vines, ſo that 
on ourrecourſe thither,our marchants hauec withs 
drawne themſelues much from Cheyris. 

For Andaluſia, 2uantado, Lisberne, Portugall, it 
is eaſily knowne what ſhipping wee haue there by 
our Trade, which is but meane, conſiſting in 
Sacke, Sugar, Fruit, and weft-1ndie Drugs, which 


may employ ſome twenty ſhips. Amongſttheſe' 


Cherris Sackes are likewiſe brought into Exgland, 
eſpecially in Fimiſh Botromes. : 

For the bringing in from thence any ſtore of 
ſale by vs,it is excepted againſt,we being by repore 
| furniſhed 
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fucnifhed principally by the Hollander of moſt of 
the ſalrthar our Fiſher Townes do vſe for the ſal- 
eing of Ifland fiſh, and all other Fiſh for Herring 
and Staple-fiſh, as the Ports of London, Colcheſter, 
Ioſwich ,Yarmonth, Linne,Hull,Scarbrough, can teſti. 
» Albroagh men were wont to bring ict in, eſpe- 
cially employing ſome thirty or forty Saile be- 
longing to it,of ſome ſeuen or eight ſcore,or two 
hundred Tunnez which for the moſt part , were 
ſer on workeall the yeare long, with tranſporting 
of coales from Newcaſtle to France, and fetching 
ſalt from thence;which Trade is now much decay- 
ed with France, by the double dilligence of the 
Hollanders,who ſeruc vs principally from Spare.

more Wine drunke in the Land. Yet that voyage 

appeareth not tobe ſo beneficiall in regard of the 

ſmall rate thar the Owners and Sea-men haue 

thither-ward.

aduenturers ſhips haue been alwaies formerly the 
ſure ſtay of Merchants ſeruices both for theirrea-.

. For Danske, Melvin and 2umsbrough,thereare 
not aboue fiue or ſixe ſhippes of Zondor, that vie 
thoſe places,as many more of /pſwich,and ſo like- 
wiſe from Hull, Linne, and Newcaftle,the like pro« 
portion reſorterh thither for Trade. Theſe make 
ſomerwo returnes in the yeare: bur in all thoſe 
places the H#/landeys doe abound, and bring in 
morecommodities by fiue times to vs, then our 
owne ſhipping. Andfor Liefland, the N arae, Rye, 
and Rexell, the Hollanders haueall the Trade in a 
manner;the commodities from theſe former pla- 
ces being Corne, Flaxe, Sope-aſhes, Hempe, I- 
ron, Waxe,and all ſorts of Deale. 

For Norway we haue not aboue fiue; and they 
aboue forty faile, and thoſe double or treble our 
burden ecuen for the Cirtty. 

The next is Newce/He Trade, and for certaine 
the chiefeſt now in efe, for maintenance of ſhip- 


. ping, forſerting Sea-fearing men on worke, and 


for breedingdaily more,there may be about ſome 
two hundred faile of Carwiles, that onely vſe to 
ſerue the Cirty of Zoxdor, beſides ſome two hun- 
dred more thatſeruethe ſea-coaſt towns through- 
out Exglend, (mall and great, as'Barques and o- 
ther ſhipping of ſmaller burden, and more might 
cafily be: for hither cuen to the Mines mouth, 


| come-'all our Neighbour Country Nations with 
. their Shippes continually, employing their owne 


ſhipping 
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ſhipping and Mariners. I doube me whether if 
they had ſuchatreaſure , they would not imploy 
their owne ſhipping. The Frexch faile hitherin 
whole Flectes, ſome forty or fifty ſaile together, 
eſpecially in Summer, ſeruing all their Portes of 
Picardie, Normanaie, and Brittaine, euen as farreas 
Rochel and Bourdeaux,with their owne ſhippes and 
ſailers from Newcaſtle. So they of Breame, Emb- 
den, Holland and Zealand do fſerue all Flaunders, 
and the Archdukes Countries, whoſe ſhipping is 
not great : Theſe paying no morethen his Maie- 
Kies owne naturallſubics, if they tranſport any 
coales. Which impoſition,ſay our men,made our 
Countrey men forbeare their carrying any-more 
Coales abroad, becauſe the Frenchmen would not 
iue aboue their old rare : and which was worſe, 
thereby they ſold away their ſhippes , ſome to 
France, ſome to Spaine, ſome to other Countries. 
Whereby ſure their faults are more apparant then 
their ill fortune, inthat though their gaine was 
lefle at the inſtant, by the impoſition then former- 
ly;yerto leaue the Trade,argued neither good ſpi- | 
rits, nor great vnderſtanding , nor any eſpeciall 
good minde to their Countrey. For whence I 
pray you came ſucha neceſſity to leaue the Trade 
and to giue over ſhipping, as if they could not 
liue thereby; when preſently forraigne Nations 
fell to the Trade themſclues, as is formerly ſer 
downe, and fetch away our coales on the fame 
tearmes which wee do refuſe? And by report,not- 
withſtanding the fiue ſhillings impoſed, the 
French do ſellin Fraxce one Chauldron of coales 


= for 


For as much Money as-will buy three or foureof 
Newcaſtle. Had they held rowith patience, either 
they might haue brought rhe ſtranger to theit 
price; orelſcby due order and diſcreet faſhion'o- 
-penedthe inconueniency to the ſtare,of the ſtran- 
gers ſtomack in refuſing their Coale, and fetching 
. them their ſelues:ſo as they might-cafily haue wea- 
ried them, and won their Trade and gaine againe; 
whereas now they are beggard, our Country dif. 
furniſhr of ſhipping. The ſtranger keeping his 
coine at hotne,bringethhither bare and baſe com- 
moditries, their ſhipping & Mariners are employ- 
ed and increaſed; and notwithſtanding the Argus 
eyes of the Searcher, carry gold away with them, 
alwaics bringing more injſtocke with them, then 
they carry away in commodities. 

For to make a motion to hauethis fiue ſhillings 
excuſed in our owne Nation , is rather profitable 
then neceſſary, inregard wee ſee the ſtrangerthri- 
ucth notwithſtanding it, and itbeing done out of 
his Maicſties royal prerogatiue,& ex cauſa lucrats- 

, #4,a5is apparantby what the ſtranger gaineth;and 
the like is willingly imbraced here in other tranſ- 
portations, as Beere,&c. were, me thinkes, vndu- 
tifull likewiſe. But to mentiona motion very late- 
ly madc, and generally amongſt his Maicſties loy- 
all ſubic&s imbraced; Mightitpleafehis Maicſty 
to make and ordaine a Staple Towne in England 
for Sea-coale, and wehaue many fit places, and - 
Harbours more neere and proper then that of 
Tinmouth, at Newcaſtle (and herein as Iam bound 

inaftc&ion to wiſh wellto London, ſo I muſt, our 
| =nnn® of 
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'of many mens iudgements, commend Harewich, 
fratio bene fida Carmis, and then lying fit for the 
Low-countries, and indeed open to all Nations 
by the bencfite of the large ſea which waſheth it) 
whereby ſtrangers ſhall be reſtrained from further 
Trade to NewcaſtHe,and ſhall all repaireto the ſaid 
Staple Towne to fetch their Coales : Beſides that 
it would be an exceeding benefiteto his Maieſty, 
it would likewiſehelpe vs in-this our complaint of 
want of ſhipping. For by this meanes our Engliſh 
bottomes bringing all the Coales tothe Staple 
Towne, ſhall nor onely be ſer on worke, butin- 
creaſe will follow in Shipping. The Yenetians 
ſometime paſſed being our-gone by thoſe of Zane 

in their cuſtome, drew the Trade from the Greci- 
ans,and planted as it were,a Colonie of Curranes 
- atYenice. If for alittle cuſtome, and to pull downe 
their ſuſpe&ed ſubiets ſwellingmindes, tney did 
fo, why ſhould not his Maieſty for the increaſe of 
his Shipping, and the releiving of rhe proſtrate 
eſtate of his faithfull and humble ſubie&s, rake: 
this warrantable courſe?

that many ofour beſt Marchants haue tranſported 
their Staples thither, ithath alſo begor out of all 
Callings, Profeſſions, and Trades , many more 
new Merchants. Then where there is increaſe of 
Merchants,there is increaſe of Trade;where Trade 
increaſeth, there is increaſe of Shipping;where in- 
creaſe of Shipping, there increaſe of Mariners 
likewiſe: ſo then rich and large Exf# Indies. The 
report that went of the pleaſing notes of the 
Swannes in Mearder floud, farre ſurpaſſing the re- 
cords of any other birds in any other places what- 
ſoeuer, drew thither all ſorts of people in great. 
confluence, and with great expeQation to heare, P 
and cnioy their ſweete ſinging. Vhen they came 
thither, they found in ſtcad of faire white Swans, 
rcedy Rauens, and .deuouring Crowes; and 
{nt in ſtead of melodious harmony, vntune- 
able and loathſome croaking. In indignation that 
they were ſo recciued and decciued, in ftead of 
applauding, they hifled; and of ſtaying, fled 
away. Youare now braue Eaft Indies, HMeander 
floud,your Trade is the finging of Swannes,which 
ſo many iourney ſo farreto enioy. God forbid 
you ſhould be found ſo diſcoloured, and we ſo ill 
ſatisfied. And howſocuer that I may be ſure to 
auoide any detration, whereby my nature might 
haue any impuration, or by calling vp more ſpi- 
rits into the circle then I can put downe againe, I 
might incurre ſome danger, and be taxed likewiſe 
of indiſcretion , for that we onely hitherto haue 
complained of the want of - Shipping ;/ we deſire 
now but þhereinto ſuruey the tore, and ſee how 
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you helpe the increaſe. You haue builr more Ships 
in your time, and greater farre then any other 
Merchanrs Ships; befides what yeu haue boughe 
outof other [rades,and allthoſe wholly belong- 
ing to you; there hath beene entertained by you 
fince yow firſt aduentured, one and twentie 
Ships, beſides the now intended voiage of one 
new Ship of ſcuen hundred Tunne; and happily 
ſome two more of increaſe. The leaſt of all your 
Shipping is of foure ſcore Tunne: all the reſt are 
goodly Shippes, of ſuch burthen as neuer were 
formerly vſed in Merchandize; the leaſt and mea- 
neſt of theſe laſt is of ſome hundred and twentie 
Tunne, and ſo go vpward cuen to eleuen hundred 
Tunne. You haue ſer forth ſome thirteen voyages, 
in whichtime youhaue builr of rheſe, eight new 
Shippes,, andalmeſt as good as builtthemoſt of 
the reſidue,as the Dragon, the Hefor,ce. ſo that ar 
the firftappearance you haue added both ſtrength 
and glory to the Kingdome by this your acceſhon. 
to the Nauy. But where I pray you areall theſe 
Ships? fourc of theſe are caſt away, of the which 
one was of threchundred Tunne,another of foure: 
hundred, the third of three hundred, and the 
fourth of eleuen hundred ; two more are docked 
vpthereasPinaces to Trade vp and down: thereſt 
are either employed inthe Tradein the /»dzes, or 
at home out of reparations; which if true, if the 
Kingdome ſhould haue need of them on any oc-. 
caſion,itſhall ſurely wanttheir ſeruice;and ſothen. 
there is not onely no ſupply rothe Nauy this way,, 
bur hurt cuen to the whole kingdome, the woods. 
ME ig er, being:

being eut downe, and the Shippes either loſt, or 
not ſeruiceable. Surely ſtories can ſhew vs, which 
we may reade inghe courſes of Common-weales, 
how tolerable, nay how laudable ir is in all States, 
ro enlarge Commerce. Merchants whom wee 
ſhould reſpec&, can tell vs of the caſualties which 
not onely the Ships, bur their eſtates are ſubic& 
to by aducntures. Mariners whom we muſt pit- 
ty,canteach vs of the ordinary dangers not onely 
bs Shippes and goods,but their liues are ſubic& 
to by ſca. I muſt not then exprobrate that to them 
which is tobe imputed to the Sea; nor are they to 
be blamed outof reaſon for that which deſerueth, 
in humanity, commiſeration; nor is England 
bounded by our Horizon, to go no further then 
we ſee. We haue learned long fince,that Mercats- 
74 ſitenuis ſordida, ſimagns ſplendida: the ſtranger 
the Country,the greater the aduenture; the more 
famous our Nation, the more worthy the Mer- 
chant. Before wee were, euen Herace writ, Currit 
Mercator ad Indos.Loath then am I to borrow thae 
ſaying of Demoſthenes on his courting of Lars, to 
pay it to the /nd/ar Trade, by alleaging, that Non 
tanti Emans penitentiam,only hauing now in com- 
mon that Reman prowſo, Ne quid detrimentireſp. 
capiat. Let vs examine that which may moue pa- 
tience, that our woods are cut downe, and the 

Ships cither loſt or not ſeruiceable: Our woods 
I ſay, cut downe in extraordinary manner, nei- 
ther do the Shippes die the ordinary death of 
Shippes. Our woods extraordinarily cut downe, 
in xegard of the greatneſle of the Shippin penkick 
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wards the Conqueror, whereby, beſides theno- 
uclty ofthe ſight. che Army appeared dopble as

And thus we haue runne ouer the materiall 
trades ſtate and condition in them of ſea-men. In 
all in generall we conceiue want, in regard of the 
ſmall increaſe of whatis needfull co furniſh this 
rene Machina, this goodly Engine of our Sea- 

ate, citherby ſupporting their owne members, 
(the Nyweeſtle trade excepted) or all ioyned to- 
gether, to make vp the great body of our Lands 
Nauy : witnefle that general prefle that was made 
of men from all the Coaſts, to man the ſhippes 
that were to attend that matchleſle pearle, that 
peerlefſe Princeſle the Lady Elizabeth her grace, 
with her hopefull and happy mare, the illuſtrious 


Palatine, at their departure ; and our nakedneſſe 
that would appeare if there were ſudden occaſion 
to furniſh ſome ſixe of his Maieſties ſhippes : all 
which maketh fer the furtherance of our propolt-

_ tion of fiſhing, 
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The third motiue hereto was Want of Employ 
went. 

As the Coſmographers in their Maps, where- 
in they haue deſcribed the habigable Globe ,' vie 
to ſer downe in the extremity of their Cards , on 
vnknowne Regions and Climates, That beyond 
thoſe places they haue noted there is nothing 
but ſands without water , full of wilde beaſts, or 
congealed ſcas,whichno ſhip can ſaile,or Scithy- 
en live in : ſo maylI write inthe Map of employ- 
ment,that our of it, wichout it,is nothing but ſor- 
dide idlenes , baſe condition, filling the minde 
with a hundred Chymeraes and grofle fantaſies, 
and defiling both body and mindewith diſſolute 
courſes and actions ; like fat ground neglected, 
that bringeth forth a thouſand ſorts of weeds, or 
vnprofirable hearbs. And with this diſeaſe is our 
Land affe&ed, our people infefed ; whereby ſo 
many come to an vntimely & reproachfull death 
inthe Land,& many more ligeſo diſsolutely,and 
ſo wickedly on the ſeas. Idoenotthinke die in 

any two kingdomes in Eyrope, there are fo miany 
Iuſtized for Murderers and Felons yearely, as in 
E»zland. And aboue all Nations weare moſt in- 
famous for Pyracies; whercin, againſtthe law of 
ſea-robbers,or atleaſt, beſides ordinary example 
of any other Nation, we forbeare notto prey on 
our owne Country-men ; nay, wee forbearenor 
our owne acquaintance.” Sure the want of grace, 
and feare of God, is much in moſt of theſe : bur 
that men ſhould leaue their wiues, children, and 
family,and rebel againſt their owne pag 
Wes. 
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lawes, and make warre 0n all people,proceedeth 
more out of want of means, want of emploiment 
at home, Beſides, how many that haue more 
grace,and the ſame wants,are ftraightned in their 
Fortunes,notwithſtanding their abilities of body 
and minde; and areas it were, damnedto pouer- 
tiezand more then all theſe, that haue alitle grace, 
and leſſe meanes, that leade the loathſome life of 
begging? 

Now, ifthe meanes maybe found , nay, ifthe 
meanes long found already be offered vnto vs,to 
redeeme vs out of this diſaſter , why ſhould wee 
not vnderſtand them ? why ſhould we not appre- 
hend them > why ſhould wenotbe induſtrious in 
them > Wee are not thoſe rebellious Iſraelites 
that could not ſcethe flowing Land , much leſſe 
enioy it : we haue this place in poſseffion, and if 
my Ephemeridesfaile menor,l dare ſay, Natam in- 
de ejfe arters , that ſhall nor onely take away all 
choſe diſcontents and miſeries , that want of em- 
ployment breeds in any ofour infortunate coun- 
trey-men , but that ſhallalſorepaireour Nauie, 
breed ſea men aboundantly , enrichthe ſubic&, 
aduance the Kings cuſtome, and aſſure the king- 
dome; and allthis in our owne Seas, by fiſhing, 
and efpecially out of Herring. Towards the 
which, apparant neceſſity hauing hirherto made 
vs the way,we ate toperiyade you to follow in it 
by the

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The Facility,inth atthe meanes are 
hands, | 
The Place,our owne ſeas. 
The Art,well knowne. BE 
The meanes in our owne hands, in- that we 
haveall rhings that ſhall be ved about this buſi- 
neſſe, growing athome in.our owne Land (Pitch 
and Tarre excepted) whereas the Hellander, ha- 
uing nothing growing in their owne Land for ir, 
is faine to goe to fixe ſcuerall Countries, and 
thoſe remote, and vnder diuers Princes, to fur- 
niſh themſelues, and doe furniſh themſelues 
meerely with the barter of Fiſh and Herring ta- 
ken out of our ſeas, = 
Then the place is not farre remoued, if in our 
owne Seas, if in his Maicſties Dominions, en 
the coaſt of Ezglend,Scotland,ireland,is this prin- 
cipall fiſhing : forby the report of many-exerci- 
ſed inthis myſterie, and the relation of two e. 
ſpecially, paincfull herein by their Treatiſes, 
Hitchcockes and Gentleman, | 
The Herrings firſt, and towards the ending 
of Summer, ſhoote out of the deepes on both 
ſides of Scotland and Englend; and beginneto do 
firſtſo, on the Scots coaſtart Midſummer , when 
is the firft and worſt fiſhing. | | 
| Theſecond and beſt is about Bartholomey- 
tide, from Scarbrowgh in Torkeſbire, till you come 
to the Thames mouth, 
Thethird, from the: Thames mouth through 
the narrow Seas, bur not ſa certaine, for thae 
extreame weather maketh them ſhoote on both 


fides. 
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fides of Jrelend, likewiſe on the Coaſt of Ire/ayg 
is good fiſhing for Herring, from Micheelmas to 
Chriſtmas. | 
On the North-weſt ſeas of Eng/and,over againſt 
Carliel ,, about wirkentowne, is good fiſhing for 
Herring from Barthe/mewtiderill fourteene dies 
after Michaclmas. So then it appeareth by theſe 
reports, that this fiſhing for Herring is eſpecially 
on his Maieſties dominions. And to this end aske 
the ancient cuſtome of the Hellanders and Flem. 
ming, thatbefore'they beganne their fiſhing for 
Herring, .craued leaue of Scarbrough aforeſayd : 
which cafily obtained, they then layd their Nets. 
And howſocuer it pleaſeth his Matcfty to allow of 
his royall Predeceſfours bounty, in tolerating the 
neighbonr Nations to fiſh in his ſtreames: yer 
other Princes take more ſtraight courſes. For 
whereas till Chriſ#as, on the coaſt of Norway, 
called the 2441/ Strard, all ftrangers do fiſh, as 
Hitchcockes writeth , they then paid a youhendale 
on euery Laſt' of Herring, to the King of Dex- 
marke. And Ican likewiſe remember, that cer- 
taine of our Merchants of Hull had-their goods 
and Shippes taken away, and themſelues imprifo- 
ned, for fiſhing abour the Ward-houſe, and not 
payirig the duty impoſed:on them-bythe King of 
Denmarke. : FTE | | 
The'place,our Seas likewife,for other neceſſa- 
ry and profitable fiſhing :- on the Coaſt of 
Lancaſhire from Eaſter ro Midſummer, for Cod, 
for Hakes ; wwixt wales: and Ireland, from 
whit{ontide vacill Saint Jemes-tide , for Cod, 
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and Ling aboutPadfow, within the Lands end: of 
Seuerne, from.Chriſtmas to middle Lent, and in 
ſeuen or eight ſeueral! places more abqut the 
Coafſts,and within his Maieſties Dominions, the 
which is largely ſet downe by Hitchcockes. | 
- \Now beſides this fiſhing treaſure lycth eaſily 
to bee found in our owne Seas, what good Har- 
bours fitting thereto Iye opento vs in our owne 
Coaſts, as Colcheſter, Harwich,Ipſwich, Yarmouth, 
with a number of other, ſer downe painfully by 
Gentleman, together with the commodities they 
affoord for Timber, Workemanſhip, furniſhing, 
and harbouring Bufles, Nets, and Men? 

- As the Hauenslye open to vs, as the Seas bee 
our owne,and as we haveallthings almoſt fitting 
for ſuch a buſineſſe at home,and naturally, ſo that 
nothing may bee wanting to vs but ourſelues; the 
Art- is well knowne to vs likewiſe. Maifters for 
Buſles may be had from Yarmoath and Sold, and 
the reſt of the coaſts downe the riuer. Vſe maketh 
Fiſhermen,and theſe places affoord ſtore of Sea- 
faring men for the purpoſe. In Orford Hauen and 
Alborough be many good Fiſhermen, whoſe a- 
bilities exerciſed in Buſfes, would (by Gentlemans 
report) pr downethe Hollander.The like may be 
ſayd of Seuld, Danwich, walderſwich., which 
breede Fiſhermen. In all theſe, and many other 
places, is this rich Art knowne, but nor vſed. I n 
all theſe, andall other,the Ho//anders ſ\wimme like 

Elephants, we wading like Sheepe. We keep the 
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Bankes and Shoales, when -as they are in the 
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Beſides, to encourage vs the more; the char- 
ges arenot great, the paines arenot great, the 
time is not long,the hazard is nothing at all. This 
is very apparant,and exa&ly fet downe in Gentle- 
”asp his Treatiſe, whom I ſhall but obſcure to. 
contra@; neither is he long. | 

The next motiue to this fiſhing, was that of 
profite z wherein ifeuer it were true, that a good 
cauſe makerh a good Orator, here is 4 ſiBie& to 
enable all meaneRhetoricians,Euery man almoſt 
is taken with the attention to profite. Loue doth 
much,but Mony doth all. Here is money, heere 
ts profite in aboundance, and divers waies. .In 
aboundance,for that the wholecharge of a Buſſe, 


with all furniture and appurtenances; betweene That is be- 


thirty and forty Laſt,will coftabour flue hundred 


pounds : the charges for — her a whole wane, 


ſummerart Sea, may be ſome three hundred three 
ſcore and fiue pounds: the whole Saminer filleth 
herthree times , with making-one hundred Lafi 
of barrels , amounterh to one thouſand pounds , 
wherby,allowing one hundred pounds for weare 
of ſhips, and reparations of nets, there is gained 
five hundred fixtie five pounds by one Buſſe in 
oneyeare, andrhis isafrer ten pounds the Laſt, 
which was ſo rated in-Hitchcorkes time , which is 
ſome thirty three yeres agoe; the Hollander,now, 
ſelling them for fifteene, twenty pounds,and vp- 
ward the Laſt, at Danske. Hence one may ga- 
ther of the great gaine, thateuen riſcrhito a pri- 
uare purſe,by this fiſhing,with a ſmall adventure, 


to 
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to continue, by Gods grace, ſome twenty yeares) 
So then her charges returned for keeping her at 
ſca;thefirſt yeare alſo ſhe quitrethher own ſelfe, 
and there is,l ſay, fiue hundred fixty fiue pounds, 
as.longas the lweth afterwards, dec/aro. I would 
faine know, not deſiring to be too curious in a 
ſtrange Common-wealth, but rather to invite 
my Countrey-men into this ſociety, what Trade 
in the Land dideuer in his ſtrength promiſe fo. 
much; howſoeuer, neuer any,.I am ſure, perfor- 
med ſo much,ſo caſily,ſo continually. 

When Axtiochar, in his ſhew to Hanniball of 
his glorious Army in battel-range, his Elephants 
being moftrichly adorned, and all his Souldiers 
in very braue and coſtly harnefle and abiliments, 
willing to draw ſome acknowledgement. from 
him of his power and ſtrength, asked his opini-. 

| on of it: the warlike Souldier replied againe, 
Thatit was an Armie able to ſatisfie the moſt 
couctous enemy. No queſtion, though the Car- 
thaginian noted the people of cowardiſe; yetir 
would require great charges, & coſt ſome bloud, 
ro ouercomeſuchan Armie. 

In the beſt Trade in appearance now that is, 
(and in thoſe Countries certaine there are infinire 


riches) you ſee howremote ir is, and with what 


coſt of purſe, and loſle of people followed, yer 

withourſuch ſatisfaQtion. Here is wealth enough 
ro ſatisfiethe moſt thirſty thereof, without much 
coſt, wit1outany ſpoyle; cuen almoſt Selmacida 
ſpelta ;1t not, ſine ſudore, ſine ſanguine, and not for 
atime, but permanent, All other Trades are fer-

rainly; and beſides the gaining of ir, we ſhall ſtay 
the vnnaturall tide of the departure and tranſpor-

ſingofir,yetir {till departerh. with Ye/#igia »alla re- 
tror ſam, out of the lazy and diſgracious Merchan- 
dize- of our Coafters, that giue away our coine to 


the ſtranger for our owne fiſh, Which vnſeaſona- 


ble and vnprofitable humor of Caupoxacton, is this 
way to be diugttedonely, p 
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- But ſome will fay, that ourmen are not ſo apt; 
por diſpofed thereto: which cannot be, inregard 
of the ſtore of Fiſhermen that our Coaſts nouri- 
ſheth , which live as hardly , and take as grear 
painesin their faſhion; onely wanting the vſe of 
Buſſes, & ſeeme to reioyce at thename of Buſes, 
and may on very good reaſon; for that this Buſſe- 
fiſhing 15 moreeaſy then any other kind of fiſh- 
ing, whichnow we vic in Crayers and Punts , as 
being armed this way better againſt all weathers, 
which others ſuffer and periſh in, in other veſſels 
yearly. And as theirprouiſtons are berrer,and the 
dangers leſſe,ſo their painesarc likewiſe leſſe. 

. Againc, who will not be exceedingly encou- 
raged with the benefice of ſuch gaine,in ſo honeſt 
a manner, when once the ſweete is taſted of, - 
when as otherwiſe our Countrimen runne ſuch 
laborious and deſperate courſes, eſpecially out 

of want. 2M 

Others will ſay that our Land will not vtrer them 
in any quantity, inregard thatthefeeding.on her- 
ting, and fiſh,dothnor rafte vs,nor is ſo receiued 
as amongſtthoſe Holland and Sealand Mermaids. 
And ſure, if thoſe neceſſary Lawes prouided by 
our aduiſed State, for the keeping of fiſh daies 
cleane through our Land were better obſerued, 
it would be more wholeſomefer our bodies, and 
make much forthe aduancing of ourfiſh,8 plen- 
ty of other victuals; beſides the deerenefſe of ouy 
fiſh viuall, which more hurteth ourpurſe then 

our appetites, for thatthe price is within this 20. 
yeares almoſt trebled , . whichindeed maketh the

rrue diftaſh as all Houſcholders finde,and thersn 
feed theiy houſholds with fleſh, and otherwiſe; 
this fiſhviauall being now obtained by Merchan- 
dize, which indeed is our owne Staple commo- 
dity, whereon groweth this penury to the poore, 
this great price to others, this diſvſe to all, andin 
theſe theKings,the kingdomes loſſe. Yet notwith- 
ſtanding there is ſuch quantity of herring, beſides 
other fiſh,conſumed amongſt vs, that Hz#chcockes 
alloweth 10000 Laſts for our prouiſion of her- 
ringtobe ſpent here in theRealme;ſo that irwold 
fauc at home roo0000 pounds of treaſure, which 
ro our great ſhame and loſle, the Hollanders carry 
away, cuen for our owne prouifion: beſides, thas 
rouiſion is of the worſt, fuchas =_ call Roop- 
licks, ſuch as they are forbidden to bring home, 
Now to be ſerued of our worft, whereas we mighe 
be our owne carvers,and to giue our gold forthat 
we may haue for nothing ; iudge of theloſſe, of 
the indignity. And as wee may cafily remedy this 
by our owne induſtry, ſo we cannot otherwiſe 
excuſe the fault : our gracious Prince, no que- 
ſtion, being ready to affiſt vs herein by the dame — 
fauourable authority which other Trades for their m——_—_ cloth, 
benefite taſte moſt plentifally of, by forbidding being growne 


the ſale and vttering of herring to his Toyall ſub- rv ne

any of our Herring, if they be brought thither; 7 £6.51

- Now farther it may be alleaged, thatwe can vt- 
terno ſuch quantity, nor can affoord no ſuch pe- 
nyworth. For the firſt, that muſt ariſe out of our 
diligence.No queſtion we once attaining the Art 
of the Flemiſh vſage of theſe Herring, they 
will be in as-great eſtimation as the Hollanders, 
in N ormandy,Nants, Burdeaux, Rochell, and other 
ſach Countries; for which, returne is made of 
Wine and Woad, for which is alwaies paid rea- 
dy gold, with a number of other commodities: 
They will be in as great eſtimation in the Eaſt 
Countries, Rewel, Rie, Ruſfie, Danſke, Poland, 
Deumarke, the returnes whereof are ſet downe 
in Gentleman. And the quantity of Herring thar 
theſe fore-named Countries conſume is jnfaite. : 
Therefore though the Hollanders ſpend more 
Fiſh and Herring by much, in their Countries 
then we do, yet itis their forraigne Trade with all 
other Nations that is their Baſis, elfe they could 
neuer employ ſo many Shippes, nor gaine ſuch 
wealth, or get ſuch ſtrength thereby.. And in 
-all rheſe places wee can and doe Frade,. and 
all rheir returnes wee neede and vſe, and there- 
Jore may vtter them in as greata quantity as they 


doo. 


Then forjthe affoording of Herringand Fiſh 
at a$g00dga rate as they can, let any confider of 
the likelyhood in our behalfe. Firſt. it. ſtandeth 
with reaſon, if we hauethe like veſſels, we can go 
with as few men:and our fiſhermen on the Coaft 
by diners reports,can liue as hardly as racy. And 
let any iudge of the hardneſſe, whenthe princi, 
pall time of fiſhing for Herring 1S1n September 
and Ofober,and afixeweekes time, and they are 
almoſt in fightot our owne Coaſts ; and belides 
good prouiſton of butter and cheeſe and Beere, 
they haue the plenty of the fea-fiſh: then this way 
wee may affoord as good penyworths as they. 
But I goe further, and ay that we have greatvan- 
tages of them. fie 7 E 

The Seas be our owne,, therefore we l1ourney 
not ſo farre as the Hollander doth, whereby like- 
wiſe our trauaile and charge muſtbe lighter : our 
ports, harbours and roades be at hand; nay, which 
is more, all v7en/#es and appurtenances belong- 
ing to ſhipping, as is before ſhewed (Pitch and 
Tarre excepted) are found in our owne Land; 
whereas they with great coſt, paines,and hazard, 
fetch them frem fixe ſeuerall places. So then we: 
ſhall be able ro affoord better cheape then the 
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Ho'landers; and-ſo we may fell when they can- You Englih 
not, and fo the Ezg/ijb ſhall and may wea- - _ 
ry them, and weare out thofe flours wherewith w-are our 01d 


our poore Fiſher-men are {corned. For if they ſhoocs, 


bee put by the vrrering of their Herrings a- 
tbroade, they will bee driven to leaue their 
grcat Ships, and fiſh in ſmaller veſſels ngere the 
Ob” G 3 . ſhore 
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ſhore to ſerue their owae turnes, as heretofore 
they haue cauſed vs to doe; when as likewiſe on 
enery tempeſt they openly triumph ougr vs , for 
nottaking che bleſſings of God powred into our 
lappes. 

Theſe hinderances obieRed taken away, wee 
may now reſort nos to the ſweete fountaine of 
profite: which beſides that it watereth our priuate 
eſtates wich the continuall ſpring of great gaine, 
keepeth in our treaſure, which exceedingly now 
wafteth , bringeth in all commodities that either 
the Eaſt and North Countries, France, or Flaun- 
ders,affoords even for this barter ; itrunneth into 


the ſea of the Kings cuſtome:the venting onely of 


ten thouſand Laſt of Herring beyond ſea, come 
meth to five thouſand pounds after the rate of the 
ordinary poundage, beſides the cuftome of Cod 
and Ling, very neere as valuable as the benefit of 
Herring,the particular view whereofis ſet downe 
 byhim whom TI haue ſo ofren named, & in whoſe 
booke you may ſee the greatneſle of the cuſtome 
amounting to aboue 50000 pound ſtarling, that 
accrueth to thoſe Countries out of this fiſhing 
Trade. Andyetall this to them is nothing : their 
keeping in their treaſure, their carrying away our 
treaſure,theiraboundance with all other commo- 
dittes, their greatneſle of their cuſtome this way, 
ts nothing in regard of their profit, honor, ſafety, 
that their increaſe of ſhipping;increaſe of Mari- 
ners this way begetreth to themſclues, amongſt 
-allnations,to their ſtate. : 
Thelife of the ſea is in ſhipping , nay one gr 
;  fay 
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fay to Te } s, Mare 91 eff mare, vos eſtis mare. The 
beauty o $e Sea is in Shipping: and ſure the Po. 
ets fums Venus to be the daughter of the ſea, 
might meane a Ship by her. For He vn4Yenus 
emnium ſurripurt Vener: s:and this little land of the 
Hollanders, exceeded in quantity by Norfotke and 
Saffolke, hath gotten this fea, hath gained this e- 
ns; Enzland,Scoiland, France, and Spaine,for ſhip- 
ping and ſea-faring men, not anſwerableto them; 
and all ſpawned out of fiſh and fiſhing. 
; There hath bene numbred in fight two thou- 
ſand ſaile of Bufles, and other good veſſels, gone 
-| out to ſeaatonce of the Ho/landers:and there hath 
beene found (by compuration) ſome thirty ſeuen 
thouſand Fiſhermen in diuers ſorts of veſſels at 
one time employed herein. Hence proceede 
their great vndertakings, and prodigious aduen- 
_ toall =_ : hereby they our-goe vs, and 
ouer-beare all Trades where cuer they come. VVee 
thinke the Weſt-Indic gold tobe the cauſeof the 
prideand preſumprion of Span/ards:we may aſſure 
our ſelues, that our North-Indics counteruaile 
that treaſure, and are the onely confidence of the 
Hollander;.euen by breeding ſea-men, and increa- 
fing of ſhipping in that aboundance,as that here-_ 
by they both ſwarme euecty where, and France, 
Spaine, andthe Eaſt Counties are full of their 
ſhipping. Hence they fetch our coales, and carry. 
them abroad;from Norway and Dazzske they bring 
| vs all commodities,and carry forth ours,at a farre 
| better rate then we can our ſelues: they haue fal- 
led Merſcouy,whence we are emptied, with thither 
WE, ſhipping, . 


ſhipping; and'the S#ra/ghts abound ith them, 
once our poſſeſſion. They go into,nayithey arme 
inthe Weſt Indies where we niay notbefeene; 
andiin the Eaſt Indies they hauc had long ſetled 
Factories-before vs.and have foure men to one of 
ours there, and go beyond vs as farre, beſides the 
number in ſtore of goodly ſhipping ; whereby, as 
they hinder our trade,fo they forbearenor(which 
I cannotbut write with ſtomacke) the honour of 
our King and kingdome, as preſuming ſomtimes 
ro tall themſelues Engliſh, and pretend Embal- 
ſfage,and preſents from his Maieſty, Which they 
did to'the King of S/am: in other places calling 
the Crowne and State of England into compari- 
ſon; which made the King of Achem aske captaine 
Beſt, whether the King of England, or the King of 
Holland,were the greater Monarke. 
Befides,what an infinite number ofſhippes and 
men of warre haue they alwayes in a readineſſe ar 
home? Andas the In-keeper of Chaſcis ſayd to his 
gueſt,admiring #ar7tam ferculorum varictatem, Tr 
was with Artall cookt out of pork;this their ſtore, 
this their aboundance, is raiſed all out of fiſhing. 
Who then would notbe moned? who would nor 
be ſtirred vp therewith? W ho would not goe afi- 
ſhing? Youſce what want we haue of ſhipping, 
what want we have of Mariners,what diſcourage- 
ments we hauc in trades, what wants our men are 
in. V\ hen N aamar the Sirian complained to E- 
lizeus of his leprofic,he was bid waſh himſelfe in 
Tordan leuen times. Helooked for other miracu- 
lous-courſes to be raken by the Propher,and could 
hardly 
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waded thereto, becauſe Ab and

man: Wigfa Heathen, and had neuer any experi-

On this publik profit of fiſhing thus ſpred abroad 
the maintenance of Haucns and Hauen-rownes

| medy therro; eucn by a freedom of Traffique for all 
his Maicſtics ſubie&s roal places. Hereby his mas 
teſties cuſtomes will increaſe,the nauy & ſea-men 
| will receiue nouriſhment our of more imploy- 
ment,the whole incorporation of marchants reap 
comfort, inthat they may.communicate with all 
aduentures,and the vniverſal body of the ſubie&s k 
of the land content,in that they may become mer-

Beſides, how tedious and 
coſtly they, and all other Companies, make it to 
their. .owne Aſſociates, when as out of orders, 
andcaufe of -vpholding their 'Frade, men can 
neither diſpoſe of their owne as they would, nor 
haue the benefite vnder a long time.

abfolute-Kingthen, to forbeare the Ecaſt- Indie 
Trade, becauſe theyhad found it; anſwered, That 
he had peace with them, and therefore he would 
have Trade with them, for they were 'nor his 
friends,but his enemies,that would hinder him of 
ir. How much more we, murmuring at this ini. 
guity,may affirme that we arc all Briteines, all ſub. 
ets to eneroyallKing,all comvined together in 
one naturallleague, and therefore notto be bar- 
red from trading equally to allplaces? which his 
gracious Maiefty, together with rhe whole aſſent 
of the high Court of Parliament, openly pro- 
fefleth,wheo as there wasenaGted free liberty for 
all-his Maieſties Subie&s,to Tradeinto the Do- 
minionsof: Sparne, Portngall and France,with moſt 
ſufficientreaſons therfore;for the increaſe of ſhip- 


ping, mariners, thouſands of Handicrafts men, 


of prices of their owne commodities, and aug- 


mentation of them, together with the plenty of, 
forraine commodities,8 a cheapneſle of them,& - 


the bertering of his Maiefties cuſtomes. No one 
man euer inuentedall Sciences,norany Merchant 
found all places ; yet they make a compenſation 
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ba .one to Aother. Socicty firſt beganne;and know£ 
ledge ad civility, by communication. Bur ifthe- 
worldith his- infancy had bcene refolued to haie 
held private what they had in poſſeſſion, and to- 
have concealed what they knew, there had nor 
onely been no civility, but no ſociety.

i, der examples vs,.by forbidding their owne Sub. 
| ie&stotrade to thoſe places which ſome particu- 
Jr putle hath,or ſhall finde our, before thar the 
firſt Founders, have.recciued reafonablebenefire 
of their paines and charges; allowing them ſome 
fixe returnes to their. owne private aduentures, 
before anyelſe ſetthicherward.If thoſe aduentures 
orreturnes:.were increaſed here for the: Firwdgrs: 
content,andprofit:there isno man would grudge 
jt; .But to keepe others out forcuer, vnleſſe they 
pay,and ſubmit themſelucsaccording rotheir or-
